I was, therefore, prepared to find 


their habits somewhat like those of the people 
of the down lown streets of New York, or of 
London on the Surrey side, or of Liverpool 
near the docks, or of Naples or Alexandria near 
the commercial water front. 
What was my 


surprise to find when walking, as I often did, 
through the old San Francisco "coolie" quar- 
ter to find it as clean as any shnpkee^ing part 


' »f any cuilixed city, as free from garbage and 


bad odors « Si «lh A venue andTwentie'h Street, 
or Spimf> Garden and Tenth, or the small streets 
above the Strand, and more exempt than these 
localities from tirawls, squalid people, beggars, 
and repulsive drunkard* or diseased [icrsons. 
The shf 'ps are neat, ther e is little or no lounging 
at the corners, few loud, obtrusive calls. 
The 


ailicles exposed for sate ire all those one finds 
in healthy, thrilty districts of European cities— 
gi><<d meats and fruits, and scores of Chinese 
viands for which \ know no name, but many of 
which would i-'irne i.n the lists of the "fine 
grocer." 


The only really plausible objection to them 


' *«cms to be that I hey make no effort to become 


citizens, lhat they come to ns to make money, 
wnS the decWtd intention of taking that 
money away with them, Ixit do they not give 
us our money's worth ? They have that to sell 
which we need,and where could we for Ihe 
same price, or at any price, supply this need. 
To drive these pe"pte from HS would be st>me » 
thing like the action of those vigorous young 
housekeepers, who imagining they/^if^« brains 
and hands also, find sooner «rr later to their cost

It appears that a report has been pat in circul 


latioh amnng the voters of our city lo the effect 
that I receive a salary of #900 for collecting 
our annual city revenue, and that my salary is 
paid by statutory law. This is a great mistake.' 
My salary js paid by the City Council at what-, 
ever sura or percentage they m.iy think proper. 
,^ast year the city revenue was about $6,000; 
this year it is ^9,000. 
Considerable of this 


revenue is never collected, beciuse it is on |>er- i 
sonal properly, and panics to whom it has been ' 
assessed have left the country, leaving nothing 
to secure the tax. The City Council allow me 
fiv« per cent, on all taxes that I collect, until 
I'-iey become delinquent. 
Much of this revenue 


is- collected by repeated calls upon the debtors, 
whose taxed personal has changed ownership, 
and Wiiich would not be otherwise collected. I 
hope to collect enough of the tax now due to 
bring my collecting salary up to two dollars per 
day. 
It has not reached that figure yet. 
The 


fees received by me are not in all cases paid by 
the'city, but are collected by myself out of the 
fines imposed by the court, and did not reach 
last year more t'ww one hundred dollars. The 
City Cler* receires a salary of 5:500, instead of 
<»3OO, as stated in the GAZETTBL/ . do not-wish 
to complain, but cesire the people to be rightly 
informed, or as near as may be_

The propo'iUion in Behalf of a wool-growers' 


association is gaining 6n favor every day. and 
the meeting called for the 231! of Fehruary, at 
Coloiado Springs, promises to be well attended 
by the ranchmen. 


Still it is insisted by some that it is impracti- 


cable to form such an association, notwithstand- 
ing its acknowledged expediency, because the 
wool-growers resident upon ranches either can- 
not or will not attend, 


Now,'it is not proposed that said association 


will have a legular meeting oftener than once a 
month, and it is noiorimis that the ranch wix>l- 
growers come lo this city upon business upon 
an average about once a month. 


What then is to hinder their coming whe 


said association meets, rather than a few d* 
before or after ? 
1 laving !>een upon a ranch 


for years, and knowing ihe vicissitudes anrl ex- 
igencies (if ranch life probably as well as 
another, I can hut feel thai said residents upon 
ranches can make it convenient to come to the 
city at the time of said meetings as well as at 
another time, and that there can be no reason 
for their not so doing except want of inclina- 
tion, and such want of inclination can only be 
based upon their not knowing or not believing 
that it is to their interest to come. 
Let them 


once come, let them once see arid appreciate 
the benefits of organization, and that others en- 
paged in ihe same business feel and appreciate 
Ihe benefits of organization, and the work is 
accomplished. 
Realizing that such an organ- 


ization will be affected, and lhal by not at- 
tending they simply deny themselves the l>ene- 
tits of such association, which are enjoyed by 
others, then the inclination will be to come and 
participate and be likewise benefited. 
All this 


is based upon the assumption that they are men 
of ordinary sense, and wii! do what is condu 
cive to their own interests. 


While upon this subject allow me to refer to 


a state of facts that exists in the ffreat stock- 
growing regions of Kentucky. 
AH through 


Central Kentucky is an agricultural stock rais- 
ing people. 
The farming interests predominate 


every other. 
The towns are of no great con 


sequence, but the principal town in each cou"ty 
U almost jnvaiiaWy ;he couu.y seat. 
Once a 


month in each county seat, i; being couri day, 
all the farmers of trie county, and many from 
neighboring counties assemble, and at the 
coumy seat upon th.it one iky the great mass 
of the business of the 
^unty is transacted. 


Upon court day morning, upon horsebauk, 
and 
in 
every 
sort 
of 
vehicle, 
every 


road 
leading 
into 
thr 
county 
seat 
is 


filled 
with 
farmers 
coming to court. 
All 


the 
ra'lroads 
run 
special 
trains 
upon 


that day at half rates, so that by ten o'clock a. 
m. the streets are crowded with the country 
population, far and near, and a dozen auction- 
eers are occupying stands upon the public 
square and through the principal street*, selling 
to the. highest bidder, cattle, horses^ mules, 
&he-p, etc. 
Anybody who wants to sell or to 


buy, any body who has any business with auy- 
body 
else, of whatever 
kind, everybody, 


whether he wants to l>uy of sell, or has any 
business specially with anybody or not, «r 
only wants to know the state of the market, to 
see what is goinj; on, or simply to meet ac- 
quaintances socially, comes to town on that 


eventful day, so that everybody comes to town 
court day, and if you want to see anybody all 
you have to do is to be in town then, for he is 
Sure lo l>e there. Thus, it is by no means un- 
common to see from 1,500 to 5,000 people upon 
the streets of a vilUge on county court day. The 
merchants, grocerymen, and bankers, all call in 
extra help for the rush of business on that day. 
Everybody feels that it is to his interest to be 
in town on lhat day, and he is there. 
What « 


convenience this custom of court days is to the 
farmer no one can estimate 
They canvsee a 


number of people engaged in the same business 
with themselves, and do an amount of buEineA 
uxm that one day, which, I was about to say 
lhat without that custom the»-tould not do in 
a whole month, but, I will state the matter 
more nearly in accordance mih Ihe facts, if f 
say they thus are eiuhled to keep posted in the 
general run of business and to do an amount of 
business, and without unnecessary loss of time, 
that otheiwuc they could not. 


Now, 
why is not such a custom peculiarly 


adapted to, and peculiarly in the interest of, the 
ranchmen of El Paso County ? Why cannot 
the cattle-men and sheep-men thus assemble 
once a month, see everybody, learn all that is 
going on, nuke their necessary purchases of 
supplies, etc., nnd at the same time attend the 
meetings of their respective associations, stock 


, or wool growers' ? For my part, I believe 


i such a custom of monthly meetings would be 


i worth thousands of dollars per annum to the 
'.County of El Paso, facilitate business to an ao 
i told degree, and cultivate and bring into action 
sacial i«l.ition& which can now hardly lie said 
to have existence ; ar.c. all th s ii I u i it-ss ; 
it is money in our pockets.—-is a saving of lai*or 
and of time. 


Why not, then, at once organize your associ- 


iation, wool growers and cattle-rnen, and give a 
start to these monthly re unions ? 
Be ieving 


such re-unions no' only practicable, bm agreea- 
ble and profitable, why not the wool-grow- 
ers lead off by organizing an association with 
monthly meetings? 
I .am tired of talking 


about t ie benefits to accrue from the establish- 
ment of a wool-growers' association ; they are 
so patent lhat it seems an insult to the average 
man's intelligence to be enumerating them, and 
yet there are men of sense and judgment—men 
who have prosecuted other businesses success- 
fully—who seem to have only the vaguest and 
crudest notions as to what a wool-growers' as- 
sociation can of ought to do. 
As an instance, 


only the other evening such a man, of large 
capital and consicerab e interest in sheep and 
grazing lands, a resident of Colorado Springs, 
anc new to the sheep business, after saying that 
ie thought suca an association a good thing, 
and that he would be OB hand otj the 23d inst., 
asked Wi*t would sue1! an association do ; and 
almost in th* same breath said, "You have had 
considerable experience in the sheep business 
iere; you.^ know how I am circumstanced; 
what kind of sheep are best for me to jandfe, 
thoroughbreds, grades, or Mexican sheep?" It 
never occurred to such a man that the place to 
Kk sue t a tjaestioti, where be could call forth 
ill the frot and cons, where all Ihe objections 
ro aAd advantages of each class of sheep, with 
i b« whys anil the wherefores, could be thor- 
oughly Canvassed by*wactical, disinterested par- 


, tie*, is his wool-growers' association. Strange, 
but, alas! too true. 


I intended to have referred to the so ^ect of 


^l.e ptojxjset. sale of Colorado grazing- lanes, 
proposec. reduction o' tarif on wool, and to 
*a<re said why the voice of El ^oo County 
woo,-growers should be icarc upon these tub- 
sects, and ta have enumerated some of the t KHV 
aaoc anc one sabjeeu legitimate for discussion 
aK of every day interest, whose consideration 
wottlc constitute the ordinary justness of the 
waol'^rowm' atsociatimi.
